Question: Foaling season is here. Could 
you discuss some do's and don'ts that people 
especially need to be aware of based on your 
experience? 

Answer: A lot of people consider 
themselves experts when it comes to 
foaling mares. Veterinarians, farm 
managers, owners . . . anyone who has 
witnessed or assisted more than a few 
deliveries often confuses experience 
with expertise. To me there is a signifi¬ 
cant difference between "expert" and 
"experienced." 

I'm certainly not an expert in the 
area of equine obstetrics. In fact, there 
are very few experts, worldwide, on 
the physiological events in the near- 
term mare which culminate in delivery 
of her foal. An expert would be one 
who possesses considerable knowl¬ 
edge pertaining to a specific area of 
concern. Until recently, there has been 
virtually no research conducted on the 
near-term mare and her fetus. We lack 
the vital, basic knowledge and equip¬ 
ment necessary to monitor fetal devel¬ 
opment and to predict impending ob¬ 
stetrical problems. Consequently, most 
foaling problems are discovered as they 
are happening. When they happen, 
they are potentially devastating prob¬ 
lems, and none of us is an "expert" in 
such situations. After all, how many 
difficult deliveries does a broodmare 
veterinarian attend in a year? Or, for 
that matter, in a lifetime? Certainly not 
enough to qualify as an "expert." The 
same can be said for referral hospitals 
and teaching institutions. How many 
obstetrical cases do they handle in a 
year? How many mares and foals sur¬ 
vive? How many of the mares subse¬ 
quently produce live foals? This is not a 
condemnation of these hospitals, just a 
realistic assessment. Each case is a 
learning experience. The number of 
cases involved is so few as to preclude 
the personnel from ever learning 
enough to really become "experts." 

Fortunately, mares rarely have a dif¬ 
ficult time giving birth. There are a cou¬ 
ple of notable exceptions to this situa¬ 
tion and when they occur an experienced 
person can usually provide valuable. 


often life-saving assistance. The key 
word here is experienced. Men and 
women who have witnessed a large 
number of foalings develop an almost 
instinctive ability to anticipate serious 
situations. They are usually farm man¬ 
agers or nightwatchmen rather than 
veterinarians. Most of these people at¬ 
tend more deliveries in one season than 
a veterinarian will in many years of 
practice. Their invaluable experience al¬ 
lows them to correct or hopefully pre¬ 
vent most potential tragedies from oc¬ 
curring. They are the backbone of a 
successful foaling season. 

Q: Should an inexperienced horse owner 
follow the course of nature and try to handle 
it alone? Or is foaling a job for profession¬ 
als? 

A: I'd say this is a matter of weighing 
risks against rewards. Keeping a mare 
home and attending to her yourself is 
the least expensive and hopefully most 
satisfying choice you can make. How¬ 
ever, you have to be prepared to pay the 
price physically and emotionally. Sev¬ 
eral factors are worth consideration. 
Mares usually foal at night. They can 
appear "ready" to foal for several days 
and even weeks. On the other hand, 
they can get down and deliver on what 
seems to be a moment's notice. Also, 
when compared to other species, foal¬ 
ing is a rather rapid, forceful happen¬ 
ing. When problems arise, they hap¬ 
pen quickly. 

An "amateur" needs to have help 
available and a plan for emergencies. 
Most people who haven't been through 
foaling before tend to get emotional. 
Emotions can easily overcome common 
sense. Delivering a foal can be as dan¬ 
gerous for the attendant as for the 
mare. It seems wise to me for the inex¬ 
perienced person to seek experienced 
help. 

Q: Is there a reason to help the mare if 
delivery appears to be normal? 

A: Probably not. I advise people to 
be in a hurry to convince themselves to 
do nothing! That is, quickly assess the 
situation. If the foal is being delivered 
in routine fashion, and if things are 
progressing satisfactorily, the best 


thing to do is nothing. Giving birth is a 
grueling process. All animals, from cats 
to horses, and humans, struggle hard 
to deliver their young. It seems to be 
part of nature's grand design. A whole 
series of physical changes happen to 
the foal during the course of labor. The 
heart is invigorated, the lungs are 
drained. This is sort of like CPR for the 
foal. In the future, I imagine we'll have 
equipment and knowledge to monitor 
this process. For now, we'll have to ac¬ 
cept the fact that forceful delivery has 
its purpose. However, first time foaling 
mares often have a very difficult time 
even during a routine delivery. Assist¬ 
ing these mares may help minimize the 
massive bruising that frequently occurs 
in young mares. Also, old mares may 
struggle during foaling to the point of 
total exhaustion. I don't see any harm 
in reducing the stress on an old mare by 
helping her to deliver. 

Q: If an owner is going to ship his mare 
away to foal, how soon before foaling should 
she be shipped? 

A: The standard answer to this ques¬ 
tion is about a month prior to the antici¬ 
pated foaling date. This is supposed to 
allow the mare time to become accus¬ 
tomed to her surroundings. She is able 
to become an accepted member of the 
new band of mares and to develop an 
immunity to whatever "germs" are 
present in her new environment. I real¬ 
ly believe the psychological aspects of 
moving a near-term mare deserve seri¬ 
ous attention. Broodmares like routine. 
A change in routine may really upset 
some mares. They are much more like¬ 
ly to develop complications when upset 
or frightened. An owner needs to con¬ 
sider each mare as an individual when 
deciding to ship her away to foal. It may 
take one mare a few days to "settle" into 
a new environment, while another may 
require several weeks to adjust to the 
same situation. 

Q: Do you have other suggestions to 
eliminate potential problems? 

A: It's really important to learn 
something about the individual mare. 
If she has had foals in the past, were 
they difficult deliveries? Was she a

good mother? Did she seem to resent 
people in her stall? Does she change 
her eating habits prior to foaling? Does 
she become more active in her stall? 
Usually mares repeat similar behavioral 
patterns during successive pregnan¬ 
cies. Any significant change in a mare's 
expected behavior should be taken as a 
warning of possible problems. Quite 
often mare owners, myself included, 
will look back at a difficult foaling and 
remark about how unusual the mare 
had been acting prior to birth. Some¬ 
times the change is very subtle, but in 
retrospect quite recognizable. 

I would say that first-time foaling 
mares are at much greater risk during 
foaling than any other group of mares. 
The main reason for this increased risk 
is that the birth canal has never been 
subjected to the stretching necessary to 
accomodate a foal. Therefore delivery is 
physically very difficult and a terrific 
amount of force is required to propel 
the foal through the canal. Obviously 
the force puts the mare and the foal in 
more peril than a comparable situation 
involving a mare who has previously 
foaled. One devastating situation 
which can result is the recto-vaginal 
laceration. This almost always occurs in 
first-time foaling mares. The foal's front 
feet or its head are forced through the 
roof of the mare's vagina and into the 
rectum. As the foal is delivered, it rips 
out the dividing tissue between the rec¬ 
tum and vulva. This can be prevented 
by manipulating the foal's feet and 
head into proper position. It is a very 
preventable injury. But it takes an expe¬ 
rienced person to recognize or antici¬ 
pate this situation before it occurs. □

Elliot's amazing season 
lands her at the top

For a while last summer, it appeared that The 
Streak would never end. Janet Elliot, who has been 
among steeplechasing's leading trainers since she took 
out her license more than a decade ago, had had a 
fabulous spring with three $100,000-plus victories and 
had launched an all-out assault on The Streak, the 
amazing record of 18 straight years in which her for¬ 
mer employer, Jonathan Sheppard, had topped the 
earnings rankings as leading U.S. steeplechase train¬ 
er. 

But, as August arrived and the jump-racing game 
shifted to Saratoga, the Hall of Fame trainer re¬ 
lentlessly whittled at Elliot's advantage and finally— 
with a one-two finish in the New York Turf Writers 
Cup—seized the lead from his former assistant. Her 
chances for the training title seemed further compro¬ 
mised when on Friday, the 13th of September, Elliot's 
big horse, all-time leading earner Victorian Hill, went 
down with a near-fatal colic attack. 

But Elliot rallied the forces at her Lancaster County, 
Pa., stable, and her team—from the stakes horses to 
the optional claimers—came through for her. The mo¬ 
mentum tipped toward Elliot on October 26 at the Far 
Hills, N.J., hunt meet, one of the richest stops on the 
annual steeplechase tour. 

By the conclusion of the third race, Elliot had four 
victories. That's right, four wins in three races. She 
accomplished that feat when stablemates Declare Your 
Wish and Double Barrel finished in a dead heat for first 
in the $100,000 Grand National Steeplechase. As Dou¬ 
ble Barrel lunged at the wire to gain the tie, The Streak 
effectively came to an end, and a new champion would 
be crowned. 

As the 1991 season concluded, Janet Elliot stood 
firmly at the top of the steeplechase game. Of the seven 
steeplechase stakes races worth $100,000 or more, her 
stable accounted for five of them: Victorian Hill in the 
Dueling Grounds International Hurdle and the Iro¬ 
quois Steeplechase; Declare Your Wish in the Atlanta 
Cup and the Grand National dead heat with Double 
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Barrel; and Talamero (Chi), who scored an upset victo¬ 
ry in the Delta Air Lines Supreme Novice Hurdle at 
Callaway Gardens, Ga., on November 2. 

The only races to elude the Elliot team were the New 
York Turf Writers Cup, which she never has won, and 
the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase, which she won in 
1986 with George Chase's Census. She remains the 
only woman trainer ever to have won a Breeders' Cup 
race. 

Elliot's horses won more than $800,000 on the year, 
and the bulge raised her total earnings over 12 years to 
almost $3 million. Steeplechasing annually pays out 
about $4 million in purses, so Elliot's crew effectively 
won one of every five dollars offered on the circuit last 
year. 

Elliot said she was not sure how to handle the con¬ 
gratulations after she had ended The Streak. "It feels 
weird," she said. "Jonathan has been on top for so 
long, it's sort of what I expect." 

Elliot, in fact, never expected to be where she is 
today. The daughter of a British Army officer who set¬ 
tled in Ireland, she taught riding at Burton Hall, Ire¬ 
land's leading riding academy. In 1968, plans fell 
through for her to accompany an Irish show horse to 
the Mexico City Olympics, but Elliot decided to come 
to the U.S. anyway. 

Injuries suffered in a car accident prevented Elliot 
from taking a position with Hall of Fame trainer W. 
Burling Cocks, so she went to work for Cocks' most 
successful protege—one Jonathan E. Sheppard. 

"I ended up working for Jonathan, on and off, for 
the best part of 11 years," recalled Elliot, who worked 
her way up to assistant trainer. "I had been sent a horse 
called Too Few Stripes, who was a pretty nice horse. 
Jonathan let me have him there (in the barn), and he 
ended up winning a couple of stakes. I had been with 
Jonathan for quite a while and he kind of felt I should 
try a change, go on my own. That was in the summer of 
1979."

The thought of training on her own was "a horrify¬ 
ing idea to me," said Elliot, who doubted not only her 
ability to attract clients, but also her ability as a trainer. 
"I didn't think I would be able to do what I have done. 
I've been very lucky." 

Lucky first that she had a couple of good horses 
right off the bat. Lucky that established horsemen such 
as Joe Clancy Sr. and Charlie Fenwick Jr. sent her some 
of their young horses to break. Lucky that she had met 
so many owners through her association with Shep¬ 
pard, especially William Lickle, who owns Victorian 
Hill. 

Lickle is one of many people who had confidence in 
Elliot's abilities. "It was Janet who tended the (Shep¬ 
pard) stable back in the early 1970s. She had no racing 
license but went to the races with us, and we got to 
know each other. And by the time we had gotten out of 
flat racing (as partners with Claiborne Farm's Seth 
Hancock in the Cherry Valley Farm syndicate) and 
went back into steeplechasing, there was Janet with a 
license. And who else could you choose? We knew she 
was a top star, and she's proven herself." 

Lickle has been in the 'chasing business, on and off, 
for several years, but Elliot has proven adept at attract¬ 
ing clients who are relatively new to the game. Mrs. 
Melinda Bass, who owns Declare Your Wish and Tal- 
amero, came to Elliot through her cousin, Margaret 
Henley, a longtime Sheppard client and owner of 
champion Highland Bud. Marianna Crompton of Mid- 
dleburg, Va., owns only one horse, stakes winner 
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French Hill. Elliot's clients also include A. John Price, 
Cherry Knoll Farm, Mrs. S.K. Johnston Jr., and Bettina 
Belmont Ward. 

At age 43, Janet Elliot has accomplished more than 
most trainers do in a lifetime. She has won just about 
every major race that American steeplechasing has to 
offer. She now ranks fourth on the all-time training list 
behind Sheppard, Burley Cocks and D. Michael Smith- 
wick, three legends whom she may someday join in 
the Racing Hall of Fame. 

Perhaps the greatest tribute to Janet Elliot came 
from the man she dethroned, Jonathan Sheppard, 
who had asked for the honor of presenting her with the 
trainer of the year award at the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association dinner last November at the 
Chevy Chase Club in Chevy Chase, Md. 

"I'm proud and honored to be presenting this award 
to Janet," Sheppard told the assembled black-tie 
crowd. "Proud because she learned about training 
from me. Honored because I feel she is a most deserv¬ 
ing successor. She started from the bottom and she's 
had to overcome a lot to get where she is, not least of 
these being the fact that she is a woman competing in a 
field that has previously been dominated by men. She's 
worked hard for everything that she's got." 

Janet Elliot has never been one to seek titles and 
honors, but she admits that being the defending cham¬ 
pion will be much on her mind when the 1992 stee¬ 
plechase season gets underway in March. And though 
she's not big on setting goals, she has two still to ac¬ 
complish. One is to win the New York Turf Writers 
Cup, the only major American 'chasing event to elude 
her. The other is to win an Eclipse award, which she 
narrowly lost both in 1986, when the great Flatterer 
beat out Census in the year-end balloting, and in 1990, 
when Breeders' Cup Steeplechase winner Morley 
Street (Ire) was selected over Victorian Hill, who had 
won that year's prestigious Colonial Cup. 

As heady as success can be, Elliot feels the aches 
and pains after a long day at the barn, picking feet, 
examining legs, fretting over bumps and cuts and at¬ 
tempting to balance the books. 

"I love what I'm doing. But there have definitely 
been times—not necessarily quite so much this year as 
other years—when, if I didn't have the horses and I 
wasn't working for myself. I'd be gone. Times that you 
feel you just can't cope. And you think, 'Why am I 
beating my head against a wall? Being totally ex¬ 
hausted and run ragged—for what? There have got to 
be easier ways to make a living.' 

"And there are. But you probably don't get the same 
thrill out of some of the other ways of making a living 
as you do when everything comes together and the 
horses run nicely and they win. There's a lot of emo¬ 
tion that goes with all that. A delight in the animal and 
what he can do." □

Nothing plain 
about Plane Tree

Ten Keys was just starting his racing career when 
owner Charles Linhoss and trainer Mike Pino claimed 
him for $14,500, back in 1987. But he retired as an 
earner of $1.2 million. 

Now the Cullis family—Ron, Liz and their daughter 
Heather—is hoping Ten Keys will get their new Plane 
Tree Farm in Chesapeake City, Md., off and running. 

"A horse like Ten Keys (one of only seven stallions 
currently standing in Maryland to have earned over $1 


million on the race track) doesn't come along every 
day," says Heather Cullis. "He's really helping to put 
us on the map." 

Plane Tree has two other stallions: Fabulous Bid, a 
son of *Le Fabuleux who has done well with limited

opportunity at stud; and multiple stakes winner Mid¬ 
night Call (by Top Command). 

As recently as two years ago, the Cullises had no 
idea that they would become involved in the commer¬ 
cial stallion business. Ron Cullis, a financial analyst 
and management consultant from Darien, Conn., was 
traveling all over the country with his work. And 
Heather was busy competing in horse shows and 
teaching riding at a farm in New Jersey. 

"We started thinking about a place where Heather 
could keep some horses, and where my wife and I 
might someday retire," he says. "We looked at farms 
up and down the East Coast, including some on the 
Wye River, in Maryland, that seemed quite large. They 
were about ten acres." 

Then a real estate broker drove them by a 115-acre 
property near Chesapeake City, Md.—a charming, 
not-so-little horse farm nestled into the landscape, bor¬ 
dering on Allaire duPont's Woodstock Farm. It's a func¬ 
tional, welcoming kind of place with a long driveway 
lined with sycamore trees, a 30-stall courtyard-style 
barn complex, and last but not least a six-stall stallion 
barn. 

"We fell in love," says Cullis. 

The property, which the Cullises bought in Septem¬ 
ber, 1990, is already familiar to many horsepeople. Un¬ 
til they acquired it and renamed it Plane Tree (syc¬ 
amores are known as plane trees in Mrs. Cullis's native 
England), it was known as Northview. 

It was built in the 1960s by Allaire duPont, as part of 
her Woodstock Farm. Mrs. duPont stood some top- 
class sires, including Northern Dancer's sire Nearctic, 
there. But after several years she wearied of the hectic 
pace involved in running a commercial establishment. 
Mrs. duPont sold the property to her friend E.P Taylor, 
who added it to his vast and steadily-growing Wind- 
fields Farm holdings. Conveniently located a few miles 
down the road from Windfields's then-famous Stallion 
Division, where Northern Dancer held court, it was 
used as headquarters for Windfields second-string di¬ 
vision of stallions, and was known for many years as 
the Windfields Northview Annex. 

With the closing of Windfields, in August, 1988, 
Northview suddenly became a focal point of horse ac¬ 
tivity Mrs. duPont, Richard Golden and Tom Bowman 
bought it in the fall of 1988, and used it to establish the 
new Northview Stallion Station. 
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Northview Stallion Station prospered and grew. To¬ 
day it is home to leading Maryland sires Caveat and 
Smarten; also-successful Baederwood and Two Punch; 
plus top-notch prospects Opening Verse, Private 
Terms and Waquoit. After the 1990 breeding season, 
the Northview operation moved to larger quarters— 
taking over the old Windfields Stallion Division. And 
the Northview property was placed on the market. 

Ron Cullis would be the first to admit he's no E.P. 
Taylor. But he and his family could hardly be more 
enthusiastic about their new venture. 

For practical expertise, they rely a lot on their farm 
manager Cooper Money, a former Windfields/North- 
view employee who has spent the better part of his 
career on this same farm. During Windfields' heyday 
Money managed the broodmares, and served as a 
back-up stud manager at the Northview Annex; later 
he handled stallions for Northview. 

Cullis sees an opportunity to apply his own busi¬ 
ness acumen. His past performances all have to do 
with business management. A graduate of Williams 
College, he has worked as a Wall Street securities an¬ 
alyst, a financial officer for a large corporation in Cali¬ 
fornia, and manager of a large law firm in New York 
City. The latter job, as top executive of Milbank, 
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Tweed, Hadley & McCloy, was something of a coup. 
It's unusual for someone who is not an attorney to 
manage a law firm. 

"It was an experiment that turned out to be quite 
successful," says Cullis, who then went into business 
as an independent consultant. Much of his time is 
spent consulting with large law firms on marketing 
strategies, organization and financial matters. "All of 
which are skills that hopefully could be transferred to 
the horse business." 

But Cullis, who isn't ready to retire yet, doesn't get 
involved in the day-to-day operation of Plane Tree. 
Heather is the general manager. 

The youngest of the Cullises' four daughters. 
Heather, 22, took riding lessons while she was grow¬ 
ing up, along with her sisters. However, she is the only 
one who decided to make it a career. A graduate of 
Ethel Walker's, in Connecticut, where she participated 
in the riding program, she competed in the United 
States Equestrian Team equitation finals for four years. 
In 1989-90 she gave lessons at Phoenix Farm in Somer¬ 
ville, N.J., and also taught the Princeton University 
riding team. 

Since moving to Plane Tree, she has put her show 
career on hold, and turned to race horses. But she 
plans eventually to have both. "Teaching is really my 
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forte," she says. "I'd like to set up a business giving 
lessons here on the farm." Her mother, who was an 
avid rider in her own youth but drifted away from it 
while raising her family, is currently Heather's star pu- 
pii. 

The horse population at Plane Tree has gradually 
expanded. The Cullises own about a dozen brood¬ 
mares, nine of whom are due to foal this spring. They 
have three yearlings of their own, plus a couple of 
boarders. There are openings for boarders of all ages. 

"We're really excited about the stallions," says 
Heather. "Last year, when we were a brand-new oper¬ 
ation, Fabulous Bid was the only one we had. We fig¬ 
ured we'd just breed him to a few mares, and he end¬ 
ing up getting almost 20. That was without advertising 
him." 

Fabulous Bid, formerly used by Windfields as a 
teaser, is still technically owned by Windfields, but 
bookings are handled by Cooper Money. 

Charlie Linhoss has retained full ownership of Ten 
Keys; Midnight Call belongs to the Cullises. Stud fees 
for all three horses are private. 

The challenge the Cullises have set for themselves 
isn't easy. But says Ron Cullis, who has relocated both 
his office and home to Plane Tree, "Farm life is wonder¬ 
ful." ° 
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Rodger Gill: a trainer 
of the old school

If Rodger Gill could sum up all he's learned about 
horses in the last 60 years, it would be simply this: 
Races are won in the barn. 

Still trim and dapper at age 75, Gill has always taken 
great pride in appearances. Years ago, when he rode 
onto the track to exercise one of Frank A. (Downey) 
Bonsai's stakes horses, he used to dress as if his perfor¬ 
mance were going to be immortalized on film. Then, as 
now, highly polished boots were a priority. And that 
takes some doing when you make your living on a 
dusty shedrow. 

A shining tribute to Gill's labors is the 5-year-old 
gelding Chas' Whim. Hero of five stakes (two graded), 

"He told me he was 
going to buy Worth¬ 
ington Farms . . . and 
that when he was 
established he would 
have jobs for both me 
and my father." 

Harriet Heubeck's runner has earned more than 
$350,000. Chas' Whim injured himself while finishing 
second in Pimlico's Dixie Handicap-G3 (won by Double 
Booked in new course record time) last spring. But he 
is launching a successful comeback, having recently 
won an allowance race at Laurel and finished second in 
the Walter Haight Handicap. 

Rodger Gill, as much as any trainer in Maryland, 
has reason to feel proud of his accomplishments. 

He grew up dirt poor. The son of a farmer who 
toiled on shares for a Judge Coleman, whose Bellevue 
Farm was just across the road from the Green Spring 
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Valley Hunt Club, Rodger started out exercising hunt¬ 
ers for 50 cents a day. It was there that he met his early 
benefactor, J.W.Y. Martin. 

"At the time I don't think Mr. Martin, who was a 
fine horseman and a good polo player, was yet 21 years 
old. He told me he was going to buy Worthington 
Farms (a big estate nearby), and that when he was 
established he would have jobs for both me and my 
father." 

Gill didn't know whether to believe the young man 
or not. But Martin (whose son J.Y. W. Martin Jr., better 
known as Duck, carries on the farm today and is the 
current president of the Maryland Horse Breeders As¬ 
sociation) was true to his word. 

"I went to work for Mr. Martin the year of the stock 
market crash—1929. That was a long, long time ago. 
Bill Irvine, one of the best horsemen I ever was around, 
trained for Mr. Martin. I rode for a spell, but weight 
was a constant problem and I had to give it up. In those 
days boys rode a lot lighter—98 to 102 pounds—than 
they do today. I rode off and on for a few years, I guess. 
Broke my maiden at Rockingham Park in 1930 aboard 
Law Suit. My two brothers, Joshua—father of Bruce, a 
valet at Maryland tracks—and Coleman, both de¬ 
ceased, rode jumpers. Toward the end, I rode in flat 
races at hunt meets." 

Gill has no trouble recalling Mr. Martin's good 
horses from that era. One who particularly stands out 
was a filly named Con Amore. "She was one hell of a 
filly. At one time or another I believe she beat every 
stud she raced against. And they included Balko, 
Speed to Spare, Flying Heels and The Heathen." 

One hot, sultry day Gill and assistant trainer Clay 
Sutphin loaded three of Irvine's charges (Con Amore 
and two maidens) aboard a freight train at Mt. Wash¬ 
ington Station and headed for Chicago. Counting 
freightyard layovers and sidings the trip took seven 
days and seven nights in blistering heat. 

"We arrived at Lincoln fields at 6 a.m. one morning 
and Con Amore, stressed by the trip, lay out in her 
stall all day. The next morning we vanned her to Wash¬ 
ington Park and she perked up to win a three-quarters 
race in 1:11. Best filly I ever did see! 
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Ranking star of the Gill stable is Harriet Heubeck's 
graded stakes winner Chas' Whim, shown being bandaged 
after a morning workout by Benjamin (Stubby) Stubbs. 

"In addition to Con Amore, who was a great favorite 
of mine, Mr. Martin had such good ones as Dark Hope 
(bred by Willis Sharpe Kilmer, the Swamp Root Oil 
man). Abrasion, Slow Motion and Battle Jack. 

"When Bill Irvine left to take over the S.W. Labrot 
stable, Mr. Martin hired Louis Feustel, who had 
trained Man o' War, to condition his horses. He was 
really a top horseman, and he taught me more than 
anyone I was ever around." 

Martin died in 1954 at the age of 44, and Gill went to 
work as an exercise boy for trainer Frank A. Bonsai Sr. 

Howard Hall—widely known as Jello—now a racing 
official in Maryland, was another good exercise rider 
who worked for Bonsai in those days. He says, "Roger 
was a total asset. He could gallop any horse. Mr. Bon¬ 
sai placed a lot of confidence in him. He was always a 
good representative of the backstretch and from the 
earliest days had the acumen and adroitness to become 
a top trainer." 

Bonsai put his confidence into practice when he 
asked Gill , who has been licensed as a trainer since 
1947, to have the young horses and layups ready to join 
the main stable each year when it returned north from 
Florida.

"A big break came when Mr. Bonsai got Mrs. Mar¬ 
ion duPont Scott's horses, and for her he trained Mon¬ 
go, Nahodah, Westward Ho and Saratoga. Mongo 
might have been the best horse I ever had anything to 
do with. Saratoga, who came up in the same year as 
Nashua, had a lot of ability but he was very, very high- 
strung and had some nasty ways about him. 

"Mongo, though, was the best grass horse I've ever 
seen. He won the United Nations Handicap and Wash¬ 
ington (D.C.) International (defeating Kelso) and was 
named grass champion one year. In those heady days, 
F.A. Bonsai had his pick of the best horses in Mary¬ 
land." 

Rodger Gill remained with Bonsai until the latter 
was lured to New York in 1969 to train Captain Harry 
Guggenheim's powerhouse Cain Hoy Stable. At the 
time it might have been as good a job as there was in 
racing. 

Not wishing to leave his family in Maryland, Gill 
went out on his own, taking a horse for C.P. (Buzz) 
Beler, another for Ridgeley Lee. Toughy Hacker sent 
him a couple of Milton Polinger's horses and he also 
trained Leon Blusiewicz's first runner. 

After laboring so long in the shadow of others, 
Rodger Gill now had the opportunity to show what he 
could do on his own. There were, of course, lean days 
while he was establishing himself, but the cream was 
not long in rising. 

Along the way he has trained for Hill 'n' Dale Farm, 
John Manfuso and Jack Dreyfus' Hobeau Farm. The 
latter outfit is based in New York but over the years has 
sent ten or 12 to Gill in Maryland. With one of the 
Hobeau runners—Computer's Choice—he won the 
1985 Gettysburg Handicap. 

The horse who really perked interest in the veteran 
Gill, however, was Mrs. William Coxe Wright's Delay, a 
stakes winner of 28 races. He won Laurel's Congressio¬ 
nal Handicap three years' running from 1973-75 and 
took a division of the John B. Campbell Handicap in 
1973. 

During the same stretch Gill won the 1976 Riggs 
Handicap with Surely Royal. 

"The first stakes race I ever saw was the 1931 Dixie 
Handicap won by Paul Bunyan," recalls Gill. "I've 
wanted to win it ever since. Second (with Chas' Whim 
last year) is as close as I've gotten, but it took a new 
course record to beat us. In '85 Computer's Choice 
looked like a winner at the eighth pole, then a jock hit 
him in the head with his stick. Bracciale won on Nas- 
sipour and I wound up third." 

A lot of things have changed for the better since "the 
old free-wheeling days of the bookmakers," when 
Rodger Gill was coming along. "Chicago was wild. I 
recall a race at Arlington Park—1931, I believe it was— 
when I ponied a horse to the post and the handlers 
attempted to twitch the horse loading immediately in 
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front of us. 'No, no. You put a twitch on and I'm bailing 
out,' cried the jock. And he did, too! 

"After the race I saw five hoods with Tommy guns 
running up the spiral steps to the judges' stand! 

"At Narragansett one year a big touring car would 
pull up in front of a certain barn every Wednesday and 
Saturday. It wasn't any bakery truck, either. Inside 
were guys with Tommy guns cradled in their arms. 

"Another time during Prohibition some mobsters 
jumped on the runningboards of a fellow exercise rid¬ 
er's car as it pulled up in front of a speakeasy. They

commandeered it. The message: stay away from a cer¬ 
tain barmaid who worked inside." 

But Gill can't resist an opportunity to preach the 
virtues of old-fashioned horsemanship. He is a great 
admirer of the old-time grooms who were devoted to 
their charges. "The game is asking too much of the 
horse today. He's not a piece of machinery. And there 
are a lot more trainers today than there are horsemen, 
if you know what I mean. 

In the old days a newcomer to the track started at the 
bottom and worked his way up. When I came into this 
business there were no x-rays, no 'scopes to tell if a 
horse is bleeding internally and security was all but 
non-existent. Once, years ago, we had a horse 
'sponged,' and the trainer, fearing the worst, left New 
York for New England. Even so, in some respects the 
old days stand out. You didn't make as much money, 
but what you made went a lot farther." 

For years Rodger and his wife Margaret (a Pimlico 
girl) lived on Hayward Avenue in the Pimlico neigh¬ 
borhood, but a stray bullet pierced their front door one 
day, prompting a move to Violetville, near St. Agnes 
Hospital, in Baltimore. 

Married 50 years, the Gills have two sons, Paul and 
Duane. Each had a taste of the track while walking hots 
for Bonsai in his youth, but racing wasn't for them. 

As for their dad, he'll have to be carried off. □

Goldsmith joins MHBA board 

C. Oliver Goldsmith, owner of 
Longwood Farm in Howard County, 
has been appointed a director of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
completing the term of C. Frank Hop¬ 
kins, who resigned in November. 

Goldsmith was next in line behind 
Hopkins in votes at last May's election. 

Hopkins resigned over dissatisfac¬ 
tion with the executive committee's 
handling of OTB legislation and the ne¬ 
gotiations over simulcasting revenues. 

An attorney and former Master of 
the Howard County Hunt Club, Gold¬ 
smith has been active in Maryland rac¬ 
ing and breeding for some 30 years.

He has 
also been active in legislative matters, 
having drafted the bill two decades ago 
that established year-round racing in 
Maryland. 

Stallion symposium 

A symposium on technical aspects 
of stallion management, sponsored by 
the Maryland Equine Management As¬ 


sociation (MEMA) November 12 at 
Bonita Farm, drew almost 50 people, 
including many veterinarians and farm 
managers from Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Maryland. 

"We were delighted with the turn¬ 
out, and with the caliber of profession¬ 
als who came seeking information," 
said Rich Wilcke, executive vice-presi¬ 
dent of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, of which MEMA is an affil¬ 
iate. 

Featured on the morning program 
were Dr. Dickson Varner, of Texas A & 
M University, who spoke on "Deter¬ 
mination of Stallions for Breeding 
Soundness;" and Dr. Robert H. Doug¬ 
las, of BET Reproductive Laboratories 
in Lexington, Ky., whose lecture was 
titled "Application of Endocrinology in 
Stallion Management." 

Participating in a panel discussion in 
the afternoon were Drs. Douglas and 
Varner and veterinarians R. Thomas 
Bowman, of Chestertown, Md., and 
John P. Hurtgen, of New Freedom, Pa. 

MEMA was formed in 1990, replac¬ 
ing the Maryland Professional Farm 
Managers Association, which had 
sponsored a number of seminars in re¬ 
cent years. The new group is expanded 
in scope, offering some programs of 
general interest and some for ad¬ 
vanced-level specialists. It is directed 
by a steering committee headed by Bill 
Reightler. 

The recent stallion management 
symposium was organized in coopera¬ 
tion with Modern Horse Breeding maga¬ 
zine, the official publication of the 
American Thoroughbred Breeders Alli¬ 
ance, of which the MHBA is a charter 
member.

New era in Chesapeake City 

It has taken three long years, but 
most of the former Windfields Farm 
property in Chesapeake City is now 
settled in the hands of new owners. 


The major portion of the farm that 
was remaining to be sold, a 400-acre 
tract containing the former training di¬ 
vision and yearling division, was pur¬ 
chased recently by Joe and Joann 
Thomson's White Horse Farm. The 
Thomsons, who breed and train Stan- 
dardbreds, have leased the neighbor¬ 
ing Penowa Farm property owned by 
Anna Sasso for the past several years. 

The only parcel still on the market 
consists of 50 acres, the former Taylor 
residence and several houses for em¬ 
ployees. "We expect to sell the main 
house by spring," said Richard Golden, 
spokesman for St. Augustine Associ¬ 
ates, a group of prominent Chesapeake 
City area horsepeople that purchased 
the property from Windfields, and sub¬ 
sequently re-sold it in parcels. 

The original property included 
more than 1,800 acres. St. Augustine 
Associates still holds the easements, 
and is seeking to have the land placed 
in agricultural trust. 

Robertson leaves Bowie 

Dan Robertson retired from his post 
as general manager of Bowie Training 
Center on November 22, due to health 
problems. "I've come to the conclusion 
that I have to slow down," said Rob¬ 
ertson, 56, "although I'll certainly miss 
being at Bowie.

Some of 
Robertson's duties, including building 
maintenance, will be taken over by 
James Crimmins, director of purchas¬ 
ing, who will have an office at Bowie. 
John Passero will be more closely in¬ 
volved with monitoring the racing sur¬ 
face.

Arbitration panel 

The American Horse Racing Federa¬ 
tion, the racing arm of the American 
Horse Council, has entered into an 
agreement with the American Arbitra¬ 
tion Association to form a National Rac¬ 
ing Industry Arbitration Panel. 

Members of the panel will receive 
training from the American Arbitration 
Association and be available to settle 
disputes between parties who volun¬ 
tarily agree in advance to use the arbi¬ 
tration process. Both parties to the dis¬ 
pute must also agree on the arbitrator, 
and must agree to abide by the rules of 
the American Arbitration Association.

ferred method of settling disputes be¬ 
cause it is quicker, less expensive, and 
confidential.

From The Jockey Club 

The Jockey Club reminds breeders 
and owners that the naming deadline is 
fast approaching. 

Names for foals of 1990 can be claim¬ 
ed at no charge prior to February 1, 
1992. After that, unless an earlier valid 
attempt has been made to name a 
horse, there will be a $50 late fee for 
each application. 

Naming a Thoroughbred should be 
enjoyable and rewarding. Often, be¬ 
cause so many names are turned down, 
it isn't either. While The Jockey Club 
makes every effort to simplify the pro¬ 
cess—and has recently changed some 
of the rules specifically to make more 
names available—there are still more 
than 650,000 names on the active list 
which cannot be used. So choosing a 
new name is bound to be difficult. 

The naming department of the reg¬ 
istry has prepared the following list of 
do's and don'ts to help owners and 
breeders avoid the most usual mis¬ 
takes: 

DO 

• Type or print the name applied for 

clearly. 


• Be sure to include the dam's name, 
and either the horse's registration 
number or date of birth. 

• Remember that a name must consist 
of no more than 18 letters (including 
spaces and punctuation marks) 

• Consult The Jockey Club's naming 
rules. There are many names, such 
as those of living or famous people 
(which sometimes, with written 
permission, may be used), copy¬ 
right material, names which clearly 
have commercial significance and so 
on, which are not eligible for use. 

• Show more than one choice for each 
horse, in order of preference. Up to 
six choices can be listed. They will be 
checked in the order shown on the 
application. 

• Use The Jockey's Club's remote 
naming software, if you have access 
to a modem and IBM-compatible 
computer. It can usually give you an 
answer in 24 hours. It provides an 
on-line check that works like an up- 
to-date Names Book. And it avoids 
having to rely on the mails. 

• Take the responsibility of naming a 
Thoroughbred seriously. The horse 
deserves it. 

DON'T 

• Wait until the last day. Applications 
are likely to be processed much fas¬ 
ter if they are sent in early. 

• Use different spellings of the same 
name as alternative choices. Every 
name is checked phonetically as well 
as for spelling. So you're really only 
submitting one name. 

• Think that, to evade the late fee, a 
last-minute application for a name 
like Secretariat will be accepted as 
constituting a "valid" attempt. It 
won't! 

• Apply for the name Desert Storm. It's 
long been taken.

registration, name claiming form, letter 

or by fax.

Dispatched at odds of 13-1, Fahrvegnuggen got up to 
score by a head over Be Nimble in Laurel's Japan Racing 
Association Handicap. Earlier in the season he placed sec¬ 
ond in Delaware Park's Nick Shuk Memorial Stakes, and 
registered three thirds: Laurel's Humphrey S. Finney 
Stakes and Governor's Cup Handicap and the Militia 
Stakes at Philadelphia Park. He came back after the Japan 
Racing Association Handicap to finish seventh in Laurel's 
Northern Dancer Stakes won by Gala Spinaway.

Bravest Miss struck Richard Golden's fancy when he 
watched her win an allowance race at Saratoga, back in 
1982. Golden approached trainer Woody Stephens and 
arranged to buy the 3-year-old filly. "Woody was sitting in 
his box; we made the deal right there," says Golden. "She 
had been racing for her breeder, John A. Morris." 

From a fine female family. Bravest Miss (by Bravest 
Roman) is out of 1970 Coaching Club American Oaks win¬ 
ner Missile Belle (by Missile). Golden raced Bravest Miss 
five times, and she won a minor stakes at Meadowlands 
(the $25,000 Colonia Stakes) in his colors. Then he retired 
her as a broodmare. "We probably retired her pre¬ 
maturely," Golden says. "She was sound." 

But Golden's eagerness to get her launched on a 
broodmare career was not misplaced. From four foals to 
race. Bravest Miss is the dam of two stakes winners:

Right on schedule, four years after Broad Brush fin¬ 
ished racing, his first crop of foals burst on the scene, and 
already he is the sire of three stakes horses. 

Sticks and Bricks, owned and bred by Broad Brush's 
owner/breeder Robert E. Meyerhoff, became his sire's first 
stakes winner in Maryland when he scored by a com¬ 
manding five and a half-lengths in Laurel's Devil's Bag 
Stakes. The colt, who hasn't finished worse than second

The Grade 1 Brooklyn Handicap was supposed to be 
a walkover for Chief Honcho, who had been beaten only a 
few lengths by such rivals as Festin (Arg), Black Tie Affair 
(Ire) and In Excess (Ire) in recent efforts. But Maryland- 
bred Timely Warning flew to victory, setting a new track 
record (2:14, two-fifths of a second faster than the previ¬ 
ous mark) for the mile and three-eighths at Aqueduct. 

Taking the lead by the quarter pole the first time 
around, the Caveat gelding shook off a bid from Chief 
Honcho in midstretch and held on to triumph by two and 
a quarter lengths. A longshot, he paid $42.60. 

Odds-on favorite Chief Honcho finished second, fol¬ 
lowed by De Roche, Challenge My Duty, Montubio (Arg), 
Dual Elements, Salt Ridge and Thakib. 

Timely Warning had made three unsuccessful starts 
since his victory in the Budweiser Maryland Classic on 
Maryland Million Day last September. In his latest try, he 
finished third, more than five lengths behind Montubio 
in Aqueduct's Stuyvesant Handicap-G3. Trainer Buddy 
Raines wrote off that race, figuring Timely Warning 
needed a chance to familiarize himself with the Aqueduct 
track. His confidence paid off in the Brooklyn, which was 
worth $210,000 to the winner. 

Timely Warning was ridden to victory in the Grade 1 
event by Raines's grandson Mike Luzzi, a former champi¬ 
on apprentice rider, who was also aboard on Maryland 
Million Day. Bred and owned by Anderson Fowler, of 
Gladstone, N.J., Timely Warning won the featured race 
on Maryland Million Day for the last two years in a row, 
but the Brooklyn was his first graded stakes win.

Robert E. Meyerhoff's star has risen once again. After 
his $2.6 million-earner Broad Brush was retired to stud in 
1988, life became a lot quieter for the well-known breeder/ 
owner from Phoenix, Md.

Dynamic Star ($237,755, Sarsar S, Bryn Mawr S, 
2nd Acorn S-Gl, Mother Goose S-Gl, etc.) was carrying 
her first foal (by Deputy Minister) when Meyerhoff 
bought her for $200,000 at the 1988 Keeneland November 
sale.

the far turn and held off a strong challenge from Good 
Looking Terri, scoring by three-quarters of a length. Fol¬ 
lowing in order of finish were Deputation (the 2-1 favorite 
owned by Stuart S. Janney III and trained by Shug 
McGaughey), Set to Fly, Starlight Surprise, Anacreontic, 
Suspect Terrain, My Bunny and My Sweet Alesia.

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Pleasant Sea cruises in 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup

Coming at the end of the fall season, the formida¬ 
ble Pennsylvania Hunt Cup has a dual significance. It 
is a major accomplishment in and of itself. And the 
four-mile event over 20 straight-up-and-down fences 
has also served as an excellent indicator of horses with 
the quality, stamina and jumping ability to be a factor 
in the next spring's Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Pennsylvania victors who went on to win the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup include such legendary performers as 
Pine Pep, Jacko, Fort Devon and Cancottage. 

On a brisk Saturday afternoon, November 2, two 
southern invaders. Pleasant Sea from Maryland and 
Song of Songs from Virginia (via Chile), put away all 
challengers to win the 57th running of the Pennsylva¬ 
nia Hunt Cup and the Arthur O. Choate Jr. Memorial 
(for non-winners of two races over timber), respec¬ 
tively. 

The Pennsylvania Hunt Cup's big fences drew a 
field of five: John J. McKenna Jr. riding his own veteran 
Nick the Plumber; Sanna Neilson (winner of both the 
Maryland Hunt Cup and the Virginia Gold Cup in 
1991) on Mrs. William O. Lamotte's Night Train Lane; 
1990 timber horse of the year Joe's O.K., owned by 
Oliver P. Keelan and ridden by John Bosley; Mrs. T. A. 
Randolph's Tingles Image with Mike Elmore up; and 
Pleasant Sea, owned and trained by H. Turney 
McKnight and ridden by his wife Liz. 

McKenna, 57 years old, was not to be outridden by 
jockeys half his age as he quickly pushed 10-year-old 
Nick the Plumber into the early lead, followed by Joe's 
O.K. 

By halfway around the four-mile circuit, however, 
the strapping gray Night Train Lane had appropriated 
the frontrunning position, attacking his fences with a 
vengeance and opening up a margin of 20 lengths. 

At the 14th obstacle, Joe's O.K. ran into difficulties, 
rapping that drop fence hard behind and losing his 
third-place spot back of Night Train Lane and Nick the 
Plumber. Joe's O.K.'s rider, John Bosley, elected to re¬ 
tire at this point.

Flying the 15th and charging down the hill all alone, 
his white tail flashing in the late afternoon sun. Night 
Train Lane was suddenly pulled to a halt by jockey 
Sanna Neilson, who leaped off her horse, an animal in 
obvious distress. 

"He pulled a shoe. I do know that," Neilson offered 
with regret after the race. "I just hope it's no more than 
that." 

With Night Train Lane and Joe's O.K. out of conten¬ 
tion, the three remaining galloped on within a few 
lengths of each other: Nick the Plumber two lengths 
ahead of Tingles Image, with a fresh looking Pleasant 
Sea only a length back as they jumped the 20th and 
final fence. 

Cheered on by a highly partisan hometown audi¬ 
ence, Nick the Plumber gave his all in the stretch run, 
but to no avail. The 8-year-old son of Pleasant Colony 
cruised by Nick the Plumber, needing not even a touch 
of the whip to win by a length. Five lengths back was 
the only other finisher, Mikey Smith wick-trained Tin¬ 
gles Image. 

"Once Sanna (on Night Train Lane) was gone," 
grinned Liz McKnight, struggling to hold all the Penn¬ 
sylvania Hunt Cup prizes and trophies, "I knew it was 
mine. 

"The only thing that worried me was the exceed¬ 
ingly fast pace set by Night Train Lane," admitted 
McKnight, who settled Pleasant Sea in the trailing po¬ 
sition for most of the race. "They were really smoking 
over this hard ground. 

"But Pleasant Sea jumped everything beautifully. 
The last two fences were perfect, and I knew if I 
needed it he could open up a whole new gear if I went 
to the whip," she added. 

The McKnights, of Monkton, Md., purchased 
Pleasant Sea from Buckland Farm, where Liz's brother 
Ross Pearce is one of the principal trainers for owner/ 
breeder Thomas Mellon Evans. 

Out of the Torsion mare Wicked Sea, Pleasant Sea 
was an allowance winner on the flat and one of two

survivors from the 1986 Belmont fire in which 36 
horses trained by Johnny Campo were lost. 

The bay gelding (ignore the program and the NSHA 
record book—Pleasant Sea was gelded as a 4-year-old) 
is flecked with white hairs as a result of burns suffered 
in the tragedy. 

In the past two years over the wooden fences. Pleas¬ 
ant Sea has been a picture of consistency. In eight 
starts, he has won two, had three seconds, a third and 
a fourth. His only mishap came in the 1991 Maryland 
Hunt Cup when he and McKnight parted company at 
the 18th fence after Free Runner fell in front of them. 

In comparison to the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup, the 
Arthur O. Choate Jr. Memorial, which preceded the 
feature, was a fait accompli after the second fence. John 
Bosley on Joseph Rogers' Song of Songs never let any of 
the six challengers get closer than three lengths, the 
winning distance at the wire. 

Beginning a good day, Liz McKnight finished sec¬ 
ond on her husband's Cotuit, a 7-year-old son of Run 
the Gantlet, with owner/trainer/rider Alexander Gor¬ 
don-Watson on Ninewa third. 

Song of Songs is one of a dozen or so horses that Joe 
and Donna Rogers of Hamilton, Va., have imported 
from Chile. 

Joe Rogers recalled that a group of Virginia horse¬ 
men traveled to Chile in the 1960s to be shown around 
by Col. Paul Wimert, owner of the good timber mare 
Minaccia. Rogers liked the quality and type of Thor¬ 
oughbred produced there, but the exchange was sty¬ 
mied when Allende came into power. 

"Now that he's gone," Rogers continued, "we can 
go back. Generally, we buy unbroken 2-year-olds, run 
them there on the flat, and if they show something we 
bring them up here for both the flat races and the 
jumps." 

The Rogerses speak with pride of their successful 
Chilean imports over the years, among them Star Sa- 
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lome (dam of the superlative timber horse King of 
Spades); Queen of Spades, second leading older fe¬ 
male in Chile; stakes winner Word of Honor and 
stakes-placed Blue Rocket. 

Song of Songs, an 8-year-old chestnut by Hawk II— 
La Pola, won her first start over timber at the Blue 
Ridge point-to-point this past spring. Soon after, the 
mare contracted pneumonia. 

"I believe it was related to her wind problem," 
Rogers said. "Song of Songs is a full sister to the lead¬ 
ing handicap horse in Chile, and we had great hopes 
for her on the flat. 

"However, she had a wind problem which took two 
operations to get straightened out, so then we brought 
her along easy to run over jumps." 

The Choate Memorial is Song of Songs' third start 
this fall, complementing a victory at Middleburg and a 
second to Lenape Way in the International Gold Cup. 

In addition to his partiality for Chilean horses, Joe 
Rogers is quick to express his penchant for mares, not 
the usual preference in the jump world. 

"I like them very much," he emphasized. "If I have 
my choice, and if I can get the right body style and 
temperament, I will chose the filly over the colt." 

Song of Songs, who looks like an "iron lady" but is 
described by her owner as "sweet," appears to have all 
the necessary qualities, plus a goodly measure of 
jumping talent. 

The Pennsylvania Hunt Cup races carded three flat 
divisions of the Athenian Idol, a one and one-quarter 
mile turf race with riders limited to apprentice jockeys. 

Division one was won by Bettina Belmont Ward's 
Desert Hit, ridden by Howard County/Iron Bridge "A" 
pony clubber and recent University of Maryland grad¬ 
uate Timothy Keefe. 

The victor in division two was Fat Chance Farm's 
Castleworth, 18-year-old Alexandra Robertson up. 

Alix White's Flexograph, ridden by Michel 
Gauthier, led nearly wire-to-wire to win the third divi¬ 
sion by two lengths. 

Meleksah David on Phantom of the Opera won the 
small pony race while Alison Hershbell captured the 
large division with Ruffle the Road. □

Learned Jake, a 7-year-old gelding, 
is a proven stakes performer on the 
Maryland circuit; the filly Windswept 
Wings was gaining her second victory 
in two starts as a 2-year-old. She came 
back on December 1 to capture the Vir¬ 
ginia Stallion Stakes at Laurel. 

Pas Seul, by Northern Dancer—Big 
Advance by Bold Ruler, stands at 
Meadowville Farm in Warrenton. Oth¬ 
er Meadowville stallions are *Bel Iman, 
Hidden Capital and Purely Pleasure. 

■ Rokeby Farms's stallion Spicy Story 
got his first winner from his first crop 
when the 2-year-old filly Spicey scored 
at Charles Town on November 1.

Paul Mellon's famous establishment 
in Upperville is rarely without a current 
stakes star. Making news right now is 
homebred Home of the Free, hero of 
the Knickerbocker Handicap-G3 at Aq¬ 
ueduct on November 5. By Hero's Hon¬ 
or out of the Foolish Pleasure mare Ra¬ 
diant, Home of the Free broke the 
stakes record set last year by Rokeby's 
Who's to Pay, getting the mile and an 
eighth (on turf) in l:48 3 /s. 

■ The 2-year-old filly Yougottachatch- 
me, who went wire-to-wire at Charles 
Town on October 27, is the first winner 
for her sire Buck Aly. A 9-year-old son 
of Prince Aly—Argent's Snowball by 
Rose Argent, Buck Aly stands at Ra¬ 
coon Ford Farm in Mitchells, Va. 

■ Virginia-bred Gus's Boy (Chati— 
Hatta by Olden Times) is 1991 timber 
horse of the year. The 6-year-old geld¬ 
ing won five of eight starts over post- 
and-rail fences, earning $56,965. His 


grand finale of the season came in the 
Virginia Hunt Cup on November 2. 
Bred by David B. Lilly, Gus's Boy is 
owned by Sheila Williams and trained 
and ridden by Jack Fisher. Marylanders 
Williams and Fisher campaigned Call 
Louis to win the timber horse of the 
year title in 1989. 

■ Magic Prospect, a handsomely-bred 
son of Mr. Prospector and champion 
Life's Magic (by Cox's Ridge) enters 
stud this season at Yadkin Farm in Free 
Union. 

Last season, at 4, Magic Prospect 
won in allowance company at Holly¬ 
wood Park and finished second in the 
Ernest Finley Handicap at Santa Rosa, 
retiring with earnings of $72,000. His 
stud fee is $2,000 live foal.

As a breeder. Lady Thouron was 
perhaps best known for the filly Pistol 
Packer. France's leading 3-year-old in 
1971, the daughter of Gun Bow won 
five straight stakes that year, including 
the Prix de Diane and Prix Vermeille, 
before finishing second to the great Mill 
Reef in the Prix de 1'Arc de Triomphe 
for her owner Mrs. Alec Head. In addi¬ 
tion to Pistol Packer, a Pennsylvania- 
bred, Lady Thouron also bred U.S. 
champion sprinter Ahoy (foaled in 
Kentucky) and raced champion sprint¬ 
er Royal Governor. 

Sir John (who was knighted by 
Queen Elizabeth II in 1976) has contin¬ 
ued to maintain a small broodmare 
band at the farm and in 1991 Doe Run 
was represented by two stakes win¬ 
ners. 

Bedeviled, a 5-year-old gelded son 
of Dixieland Band out of Demetria, was 
sold as a weanling by Doe Run at the 
1987 Keeneland November Breeding 
Stock Sale for $22,000. Last year Be¬ 
deviled, now owned by John Franks, 
won the Grade 2 Razorback Handicap 
and the Louisiana Downs Budweiser 
Breeders' Cup Stakes and has earnings 


approaching $500,000. Jane Thouron, 
Sir John's daughter-in-law, reports that 
Doe Run sold Demetria at the same 
Keeneland sale in foal to Clever Trick 
for $100,000. Bedeviled is her only win¬ 
ner out of four foals. 

Bid to Romeo, a 4-year-old son of 
Spectacular Bid out of Ode to Romeo, 
by Mr. Leader, won the Fairview Stakes 
at Philadelphia Park last April. He is a 
half-brother to Yulan, an Oh Say filly 
also bred by Doe Run who ran second 
in the 1989 Peach Blossom Breeders' 
Cup Stakes. Bid to Romeo was sold as 
part of Doe Run's complete dispersal at 
the 1989 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic De¬ 
cember Mixed Sale for $14,000. The 
gelding was purchased by Pesaridan 
Stables, under whose colors he cam¬ 
paigns. 

Sir John has slowly been rebuilding 
his horse holdings since 1989, accord¬ 
ing to his daughter-in-law. At present, 
three broodmares—Ravishing Rachel 
(in foal to Wavering Monarch), Miss 
Rudy T. and Precious Nickle—reside at 
the farm, along with just-turned year¬ 
lings by Waquoit (out of Ravishing 
Rachel) and Carnivalay (Miss Rudy T.). 


The farm also has room for up to 30 
boarders. 

In addition to the horses, Jane 
Thouron proudly states that Sir John 
has one of "the most beautiful private 
gardens on the East Coast—it's one of 
his major loves." He links the two inter¬ 
ests together by naming his horses for 
flowers. All the foals he keeps to race 
are named using the same letter of the 
alphabet. The foals of 1986 began with 
an A—"we had stakes horses Aspic and 
Alstroemeria," says Jane. "And al¬ 
though unintentionally. Bedeviled has 
followed the pattern, by letter, being a 
foal of 1987. And Sir John didn't name 
him." 

■ The young stallion Lord Carlos, who 
stands at Charles and Louisa Cuprill's 
Woodvale Farm in Lewisville, was well- 
represented by 2-year-olds in 1991. 
Through early December he had five 
juvenile winners from eight foals. 

■ Beverly R. Steinman, a steeplechase 
owner.

A native of Lancaster, Ms. Steinman 
grew up around horses, and in her 
youth showed champion working 
hunter Not Always. Her best stee¬ 
plechase horse was *Bel Iman, winner 
of the 1977 Temple Gwathmey. 

Created in 1965 in honor of the late 
renowned horseman, the F. Ambrose 
Clark award has been bestowed on a 
small group of individuals, including 
Marion duPont Scott, Mrs. Miles Valen¬ 
tine, George Strawbridge Jr., Lillian 
Phipps, Raymond R. Guest and John 
W. Hanes. 

■ Pennsylvania native David Novick, 
author of several definitive works on 
the economics of Thoroughbred racing 
and breeding, died November 5 in 
Bethehem, Pa., from an infection. He 
was 85. He is survived by his wife Mary 
and a sister. 

Delaware 

■ William C. Lickle, of Montchanin, 
Del., was the leading steeplechase 
owner in 1991. 

Lickle raced six horses during the 
season, accumulating eight wins, three 
seconds and three thirds from 18 starts 
and topping the owner ranks with 
$301,917 in money won. His well-bal¬ 
anced stable included Dueling 
Grounds International Hurdle Stakes 
winner Victorian Hill, whose lifetime 
earnings of $454,125 make him the all- 
time leading money-winning 'chaser. 

"It was a wonderful spring and a 
very sad fall," said Lickle, referring to 
Victorian Hill, who suffered a severe 
bout of colic and underwent surgery in 
September to remove half of his colon. 
"He's now back on his feet and kicking 
the barn down he feels so good. I hope 
it's an omen for next year." 

New Jersey 

■ European stakes winner Greek Sky 
will stand the 1992 season at Laureldale 
Stallion Station in Mays Landing. An 
11-year-old son of Nijinsky II, Greek 


Sky is a half-brother to three stakes 
winners: Greek Answer (Arlington- 
Washington Futurity-Gl, etc.). Law¬ 
maker (Railway Stakes-G3, etc.) and 
Grecian Victory. He is also a half-broth¬ 
er to stakes-placed Grecian Victress 
and Greek Victor. 

Represented by three stakes-placed 
horses in his first three crops of racing 
age, Greek Sky will stand for $1,000 live 
foal. 

■ New Jersey will have year-round rac¬ 
ing for the first time ever in 1992. 

A total of 323 racing dates has been 
assigned to the state's four Thorough¬ 
bred tracks: Garden State, Monmouth, 
Atlantic City and Meadowlands. 

Attempts by the New Jersey Racing 
Commission to prevent a conflict 
between Garden State and Phila¬ 
delphia Park failed. So the neighboring 
Delaware Valley tracks will be in direct 
competition for the first five months of 
the year. 


■ Middletown Stable's Missy's Mirage 
gained her biggest victory to date when 
she captured the Grade 2 First Flight 
Handicap on November 2 at Aqueduct. 

The 4-year-old daughter of Stop the 
Music—First Mirage by Riva Ridge 
boosted her earnings to $373,512. Ear¬ 
lier in the season she won the Columbia 
Stakes-G3 and Tappiano Stakes, and 
finished second in the Ballerina-Gl, 
Prioress-G2, Genuine Risk-G2, and Va¬ 
grancy-G3. 

Middletown was also represented 
by recent homebred stakes winner 
Jessie Jet (Northjet-Ire—Golden Sum¬ 
mer by Key to the Mint), who scored in 
the Jockey Hollow Handicap at Mead¬ 
owlands. 

One of New Jersey's most prominent 
breeding establishments, Middletown, 
a major consignor at the summer select 
sales, occupies 120 acres in Colts Neck. 
It is managed by Bob Hulse. The farm

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was established in 1974 by Michael 
Stavola, who turned it over to his two 
sons, Joseph and William. The Stavolas 
are also in the asphalt and quarry and 
road-building business in New Jersey. 

■ David A. (Sonny) Werblin, promi¬ 
nent owner, breeder and racing execu¬ 
tive, died November 21 at Columbia- 
Presbyterian Hospital in New York af¬ 
ter suffering a stroke at his Rumson, 
N.J., home in October. He was 81. 

Werblin gained prominence in many 
fields: as president of the New York 
Jets, president of the Music Corpora¬ 
tion of America's television division, 
president of Madison Square Garden, 
and as one of the founders of Meadow- 
lands Sports Complex. His good race 
horses included 1969 champion juve¬ 
nile colt Silent Screen. 

■ Richard E. Bailey, 80, a pioneer in the 
televising of Thoroughbred racing and 
owner/breeder/trainer of 1975 2-year- 
old filly champion Dearly Precious, 
died October 25 at Bayshore Commu¬ 
nity Hospital in Holmdel, N.J. 

Bailey attended the University of 
Maryland and Columbia University 
and launched his career with UPI be¬ 
fore joining ABC. He started Sports 
Network Incorporated in 1955, institut¬ 
ing the innovative "Race of the Week" 
program, which became a Saturday sta¬ 
ple for major television networks. In 
1973, Bailey sold SNI to Howard 
Hughes and devoted himself to cable 
television. Thoroughbred racing and 
his Overbrook Farm in Colts Neck, N.J. 
He remained active in racing until his 
death. 

Survivors include his wife Patricia, 
six sons and three daughters. 

West Virginia 

■ Although its future is shaky, Charles 
Town has applied for 1992 racing dates. 

According to news reports. Gover¬ 
nor Gaston Caperton has directed track 
owners and the racing commission to 
work together on a legislative package 
for tax breaks similar to those currently 
in effect at Mountaineer Park. 

The package was expected to be in¬ 
troduced in the state legislature in early 
January. 

Track president D. Keith Wagner has 
pointed out that the tax breaks would 


be only a "temporary fix." Legislation 
to provide for off-track betting is also 
being considered. 

Wagner said the track would seek a 
12-month schedule for 1992. "The rac¬ 
ing dates are similar to what we've had 
in past years," he said. "We owe it to 
our employees to operate year-round, 
with a full five-day a week paycheck." 

■ There's no doubt who was the cream 
of the 2-year-old crop in West Virginia 
last season. 

Coin Collector (by Weshaam) and 
Baker T. (by Mokhieba) swept the two 
divisions of Charles Town's Tri-State 
Futurity on October 26, then staged 
nearly an exact repeat in the two divi¬ 
sions of the West Virginia Futurity on 
November 23. 

Coin Collector, the more accom¬ 
plished of the two, got off to a sensa¬ 
tional start as a 2-year-old and was un¬ 
defeated in his first two outings, 
including an 11-length victory in Lau¬ 
rel's Primer Stakes. He added a victory 
in the West Virginia Lottery Stakes, a 
second in Laurel's Bimelech Stakes and 
third in the Saratoga Special-G2, earn¬ 
ing $95,446. Bred by John A. Casey and 
Dudley Skinker from the mare Dynamo 
Dotty (by Quartermaster), Coin Collec¬ 
tor races for John Casey and is trained 
by Casey's brother James M. Casey. 

Mardoc Farm's homebred Baker T. 
(out of Never Been Fronted by Fron¬ 
tage) came into his own last fall and is

■ Leading Maryland's sire list for the 
fourth consecutive year, William L. 
Brann's ^Challenger II appeared on 
the cover. His top-performing 
offspring in 1941 was the good 
handicapper Pictor. 

■ Photographed on a cold January 
day at Sagamore Farm were the four 
stallions at stud there in 1942: the 
"Iron Horse" Discovery; Identify, 
whose daughter Petrify was the 
nation's reigning champion 2-year-old 
filly; Preakness winner Dauber; and 
Tedious, by *Teddy. 

■ How would the horse industry be 
affected by the war? And how could 
the industry contribute to the war 
effort? Those questions were, as yet, 
unanswerable. "There is no way of 
knowing when, where or by whom 
(horses) will be needed. All persons 
owning horses or mules should 
immediately inventory the animals 
they have . . . After estimating their 
own needs they should then report to 
county agents all surplus animals. It 
is most important that every animal be 
broken , gentled and put into good flesh 
and physical condition so that if and 
when the animal is needed it will be ready 
for use," was the word from the U.S.

successful in the Commission's 
history (dating back to 1920). The 
daily number of races had been 
increased from seven to eight on an 
"experimental" basis, and patrons' 
response was more than favorable. 
Average wagering per race on an 
eight-race card at the mile tracks was 
$52,315.87, a dramatic increase over 
the previous year's figure of 
$42,932.43. Attendance at the major 
tracks shot up from 672,069 to 
761,859.

Barnesville Miss's victory in the 
Gallorette Stakes put several well- 
known faces on the cover of the 
magazine. Gallorette's trainer Edward 
Christmas presented the trophy to 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Hecht and 
trainer Eddie Neloy.

Alerted, whose son Big Yountz was 
horse of the year in Mexico; and 
Double Brandy, represented by stakes 
winners All Brandy and Nip o'

Frank M. (Doc) Keller, who was 
retiring at age 77.

Editorial 


Racing toward a bad idea 


Arthur Hancock is a personable, intelligent, well-intentioned 
man with a lifetime of experience and achievement in the Thorough¬ 
bred business. As such, he has every right to speak out on issues 
facing his industry and, for the same reason, those of us involved 
should give his opinions a fair hearing. 

Having conceded that, however, we must respectfully suggest 
that the proposal he recently put forth, that of having this industry 
lobby Congress to pass a "benign" new federal racing law that would 
override state control of racing medication and establish a govern¬ 
ment "czar" for the sport of racing, is a bad idea. 

While Arthur's approach is quite traditional for the business 
community, one cannot help but wish that businessmen, sooner or 
later, would learn how perverse and short-sighted it is to ask to be 
regulated. The problem is that using the force of government to do 
what persuasion cannot is too tempting. 

Many other industries were willingly regulated for rationale 
similar to Arthur's. Most discovered later that federal regulation is 
never a solution to unsatisfactory state regulation. The result is in¬ 
variably greater politicization, and politics—likely wielded by our 
enemies rather than our friends—becomes a more significant busi¬ 
ness issue than economics. 

Reaching a consensus is always frustratingly difficult, to be 
sure, but purposely creating a new federal regulator for the racing 
industry is a far worse alternative. To the extent that this industry 
has any long-term hope of survival, it must remain flexible. Federal 
regulation is not the right answer.
